Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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6. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Toshio et al. (JP 03-216223; hereafter Toshio) in view of Ishii (JP 9-57696). 

7. With respect to claims 1 -6, Toshio discloses largely discloses the claimed 
apparatus (see figure 1 b) of claims 1 -6 but does not clearly specify how the vibrations 
are created by the vibrating device (f) and thus does not disclose applying ultrasonic 
vibrations to the boring tool. Examiner notes that the use of ultrasonic waves to create 
vibrations on a punching tool is well known in the art. Ishii discloses a punch press 
system where ultrasonic vibrations are transmitted to the punch in order to create a 
plurality of small impacts while the punch is going through the workpiece (see provided 
translated abstract). It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the vibration creating assembly (f) of 
Toshio to create ultrasonic vibrations in view of the teachings of Ishii in order to create a 
plurality of impacts at the punch site on the workpiece. 

8. With respect to claims 7-12, Toshio discloses a boring method for boring an 
object to be bored comprising: retaining a boring tool (a) in a floating state at a specified 
position inside a guide (c) that restricts a moving direction; applying vibrations to the 
boring tool using a vibrator (f) to make the boring tool jump towards the object to be 
bored; making the boring tool strike the object to be bored (figure 3b); and returning the 
boring tool having been displaced from the specified position at least up to a position 
where the boring tool comes into contact with the vibrator (the tool returns from the 
force provided by springs b after the workpiece has been cut; figure 3c). Toshio does 
not disclose the vibrations being ultrasonic vibrations. Ishii discloses a punch press 
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system where ultrasonic vibrations are transmitted to the punch in order to create a 
plurality of small impacts while the punch is going through the workpiece (see provided 
translated abstract). It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the vibration creating assembly (f) of 
Toshio to create ultrasonic vibrations in view of the teachings of Ishii in order to create a 
plurality of impacts at the punch site on the workpiece. 

Examiner notes that the specific position of the tool (a) is that of figure 3a. The 
tool is returned to the specific position by springs (b) after the cut has been made and 
after the ram (g) removes the pressure off of the tool. Examiner also notes that 
because the vibration generator is sandwiched between the tool (a) and the ram (g) 
(see figure 1 b), the vibrations occur throughout the duration of the stroke and are thus 
repeatedly applied to the boring tool (a). 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The art of Ide et al. is noted as considered pertinent.
